In the above formulas it must be borne in mind that 
Blue Grass, Red Top and Orchard Grass are chaffy 
seeds, weighing only fourteen pounds to the bushel, 
which accounts for so large a number of quarts per 
acre in each formula containing these seeds, as the rel- 
ative number of seeds in a bushel is much smaller than 
of the clean heavy seeds. 

It is not a good plan to drill these seeds in with 
wheat, as they are covered too deep, and not one in 
ten ever germinates. 

The seeder attachment should be placed behind the 
hoes on drill or broadcast seeder, so that the seed is 
not covered by them, or the seed may be sown by hand 
after the wheat is sown; in either case, one light har- 
rowing, or rolling will cover the seed sufficiently.

HOW TO MAKE A LAWN. 


The first thing to do is to reduce the grounds to the 
required grade. Then if the top soil has been remov- 
ed, or the low places filled with poor soil, it must have 
a covering of at least six inches of good, rich soil, the 
richer the better. Drains should be put in where ne- 
cessary, as standing water on any part of the lawn will 
ruin it. This done, plow and harrow until perfectly 
level and the soil is thoroughly pulverized. Seed may 
now be sown at the rate of five bushels per acre, 
and lightly harrowed in and rolled. Start the lawn- 
mower as soon as the first growth is three inches high, 
and cut every week until October. 

If the seed is sown in early spring it will produce a 
good lawn by August. 

For small plats hand work must take the place of 
the plow and harrow. 

After the ground is prepared the cost of a really 
superior lawn from seed, will vary from $15.00 to 
$20.00 per acre, while it cannot be sodded for less than 
two hundred dollars; and the lawn grown from seed 
is much the best and most enduring.

13. The breaking strain of No. 9 is about 2,500 pounds, and of No. 13 about 800 pounds. 

We are now making two sizes of mesh as seen by our Price List, and the widths are there noted. We make 
narrower fence to order. The measure of the mesh is the extreme length and breadth of the opening, and a postal 
card will not go through a five inch mesh without touching at the four corners. 

Our 4x7 mesh takes two No. 9 wires for margin and two No. 13 wires for every 4 inches height, and our 5x8 
inch mesh takes two No. 13 wires for each five inches in height. 

Our standard farm fence is 5 inch mesh and 57 inch height, and is made of two No. 9 wires, break- 
ing strain 2,500 lbs. each So¢ Soe Sorsooe 
And Twenty-three No. 13 wires, breaking strain 800 lbs. each

No single wire is expected to break with less than 800 pounds strain, and the wire will break before the twist 
will slip. \ 

52 inch fence, 5 inch mesh, isa very good farm fence; 47 inch, 5 inch mesh, isa fair fence, but not high 
enough to restrain very breachy stock. 

Our four inch mesh contains one-fourth more wire for the same height, and is correspondingly better; 46 
inches or higher will be found reliable for stock, but we think 50 and 54 inch is preferable. We make 66 and 70 
inch fence specially for deer parks and barn lots, or bull lots, and no cheaper fence can be used for that purpose. 

In using this netting for city lots a railing and base board, as in cut No. 1, takes the place of braces at the 
ends of the fence and makes it more ornamental.
